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The telephony section of the TA was engaved in development and research 

of automatic dial long distance telephone installations for the rarpose of 
equipping Russia, Sinee the ‘TA had only small workshops with few tool 
machines, the actual construction of the automatic dial instruments was 
turned over to the N&F (Nachrichtentechnische Entwicklung u. Fabrikation) 
3erlin-Ovsrschoeneiaide, Ostendstrasse 1-5, which had sen 4 telegrarhic anc 
telephonic researeh institute during the war. It was reopened after the end 
of the war under Soviet supervision, The instruments and installations Wicker) 
constructed on the basis of results obtained ot ‘ITA. 


The main task of tae telephony section of the UTA was the development of an 
automatic dial installation which should enable the calle: to dial not only 
one but various plices. Apparently it is the intention of the Soviets to 
connect many large towns in Russia by means of such an installation, The 
Soviets intend to skip thereby one phase of developmant, throuch which other 
countries had to piss, which estalished automatic dial installations for local 
communications onky while lone distance calls had to %e manually connected, 


An automatic dial ‘iong distance installation presupposes © certain tyre of 
underground cayle. Since Russia has only surface cavle ines which could not 

be replaced by underground cable lines, the realization of the autosstiec dial 

project arnpeared ti: be doomed, After extensive experiments Ing, Dewtschnann of 

the “TA eventually found a solution which enables the operation of automatic 

dial installations even with surface.cablas, The success of the operation, 

hovever, is said tc derend on certain conditions, the nature of which could 25X1A 
not be ascertained, ‘hile it 13 not know whether these conditions could be 
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maintained in Russia, the Soviets appeared to te satisfied with the results. 
According to exparts at the WTA, it should take 10 to 15 vears until the 
Soviets have realized their project of automatic dial long distance instalis- 
tions with surface cables, 


After the dissolution of the WIA at the end of 1948, #1 research and develoy~ 
nent work of the telephony section was turned over to the NEF, which also took 
over some of the German staff of the telephony section. The rest of the de 
partment, together with the experimental workshops end what was left of the 
transmitter laboratory, wis absorbed by the firm Heliofen in Blankenture. 
Heliogen is a bminch of the SAG "Izolyator", Berlin-Weicsensee, Frang Jcseph- 
strasse 126-131. Russian director general of Heliogen is Abramyan, German 
director is Ing. Hardt. The administration of the consclidated Heliogen and 
WA is to be logated on the premises of the former "TA vhile the plant in 
Blankentkirg is only to produce telephone parts on reparations account. 


In the neantime, the Soviets at the WTA have been packing and shipping valuabl:: 
equipment of the bureau, such as typewriters, lathes, shaping machines, Rota- 
print and ORMIG machines. The directions for using the latter machines had to 
be translated hastily into Russian for allcgedly the Rotaprint system is unkno:: 
in Russia, All Shese machines were stored at the "TA werehouse; Berlin, Buchbe:. 
strasse 4, which alsoaccamodated other goods from the Soviet Sector of Berlin 
ready for shipment to Russia. The man in charge of the storehouse is ist Lt. 
Sokolov. : 


Another important: department of the "TA was the Department for Postal Mecharni- 
gation. (Abteilung fir Postmechanisierung u. Maschinisierung.) Russian chief 
of this department until March 1948, when he was recalled to Moscow, was Capt. 
Gedovius. Its lest chief was Engineer Vassenin, German chiefs at the present 
are: Dipl. Ing. Thomas and Dipl. Ing. Schimmelpfennig,

The entire department, employing approximately 130 people, has come under the 
German Economic Commission, Department of Post and Long-distance Communication: 
(Fost u. Fernmeldewesen). It is to continue operating as an independent unit. 
No new orders have been placed yet but negotiations are taking place. 
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
